Wa'have received from Mr. Heineman the two 
firet published volumes: of this extromely hand- 
aome illustrated work on tho history of English 
literature, which ho is bringing out in four 
volumes, The first volume deals with the 
period from the beginnings of our literature to 
thercign of Henry VIII; thethird with thatfrom 
Milton to Johnson. Dr. Garnett is responsible 
for the formor and Mr. Gossa for the latter.

Of all the praclicable plague 
preventives tested during the lest soven yours 
inoculation is the only ono. that has emerged 
succersfully srom the ordes], and it is tho one 
that has been most systematically neglected by 
these who are reeponsible for the public health. 

Our correspondent bos quoted on interesting 
paseage from the Bunieipal Commissioner's 
xepert: to show how great was the degree of 
Protection conferred. upon those who were in- 
ceulated in Bomboy during the sear 1899-190u. 
This was o work of supererogation. it may 
bo unh-sitatingly affirmed that wherever 
inoculation bas been curefully and systematic- 
ally adupted, if hes protected the com- 
munity to an exteat which brought the 
ravages of plogue within insiguificant proper.

In'the U. S. District Court at Honolala, J. 
D. Spreckels & Brothers Company, California 
corporation, by its attorney-in-fuct, filed a libot 
against the steumship Cravering, thon lying 
at the port of Honolulu, ber tackle, apparel, 
furniture, engines, boilers, machinery; bonts,
